Few Amenities 


The people of Beisan enjoy 
few amenities Most of them 
live in comfortless Arab 
houses or in the ma’bara. In 
spite of the new houses the 
centre of the town still „ re- 
mains in the narrow, unkempt 
oid streets. In the market- 
place a few vendors sit with 
their little mounds of oranges 
and tomatoes — there is little 
else. On the western edge of 
the old town is a sign: Yarost 
Square—an empty iot with a 
uny green patch containing 
what is probably Israel's only 
Private built stone memorial to 
a fallen soldier: Moshe 
Yarost, of Haifa. who fell in 
the Battle of Beisan.

Beisan is rich—its antiquities.
